NARRATIVE OF SPECIAL FUNDS DETAIL
AND TREASURY FUND/BANK ACCOUNTS

The Education Enhancement Funds are generated from the one cent sales tax increase passed during the 1992 Session.

In FY10, the total Education Enhancement Funds appropriation was $157,410,671.
FY10 budget cuts reduced the funds by $15,898,280 (9.476%).  The total available for FY10 was $141,512,391.  

$5,000,000 in MAEP General Funds was transferred to the state budget contingency fund.  $33,908,173 was restored in
Budget Contingency funds during FY10 due to MAEP budget cuts.

The ARRA - Education, Discretionary, FMAP Funds are federal State Fiscal Stabilization Funds made available
through the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act to defray the expenses of the Mississippi Adequate Education
Program.

The Budget Contingency funds are made up of the accelerated sales tax collections, the diversion of the oil and gas
severance tax revenues and Public School Building fund diversions.  

FEDERAL FUNDS

STATE SUPPORT SPECIAL FUNDS

Public School Building Funds were diverted to MAEP in FY2010 and FY2011.  During FY2010, PSBF was cut
$949,657 of the original appropriation of $20,000,000, leaving a total available of $19,050,343.

The additional $50,000,000 in special fund authority is utilized to allow for the transfer of the funds to the Hancock
Bank for making the districts' debt pledge payments.
